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PREFACE 


Isr these days when the limits of Free Trade arc again practically under discussion, 
and we hear, on every hand, so much of fiscal policy, tariff vvais, difierential and 
preferential duties, retaliation, and a Biitish Empire Zollverein, one of the first 
essentials is a knowledge of facts If Britain “ must wake up,’’ and, shaking off 
the easy-going ways begotten of early development of mineral resources and of 
steam communication on land and sea, be to set herself once more to assert her 
supremacy in the world of industry and commerce, it behoves that any develop- 
ment of a new system should proceed on tlie sound lines of surely-ascei tamed 
realities. In the following pages an attempt is made to present a small portion of 
information of this necessary kind, the facte given and the places mentioned being 
chosen from an essentially commercial and practical point of view. The selection 
has naturally been a matW of great difficulty, both with regard to what was to go 
in and what was to be kept out ; but it is hoped that nothing likely to be required 
in the broad ordinary comse of business has been omitted as far as the limits of 
space have allowed. 

Sizes, physical characteristics, climate, and all the facte and features connected 
with the difierent countries, &c., have been dealt with in view of their bearing on 
industrial and commercial advantages or disadvantages Places of woild-wide 
fame have not been altogether neglected — a geographical work containing no 
mention of Jerusalem, Athens, or Home would, indeed, be somewhat of an 
anomaly. Literary and historical connections and associations have, howevei, 
been almost entirely left out, the space thus gamed being devoted to commercial 
aspects, which often, in works of this size, do not receive any large amount of 
attention An effort is thus made to deal with the natural resources and wealth 
of the different countries, such productions as are valuable from an economic point 
of view, communications, industries, commerce, distance from Britain, openings for 
British products, &c. In the case of ports, special attention is given to the 
peculiarities and state of the place, and to the piincipal articles of export and 
import (as far as these can be ascertained), with a view to their bearing on com- 
inerce in g;eneral, and on that of the United Kingdom in paiticulai. The study 
of these will, perhaps, show what is requiied m certain markets, and what can be 
there in return ; and may, in a number of cases, raise questions whether many 
thmgs could not be supplied as well and as cheaply by this country as by the 
countries from which they are now sent — and if not, why not It will also be seen 
what our colonies require, what we already send them, and what else we might 
send them, as well as what we could get from them rather than buy from foreign 
countries. It will probably be of interest to many to know how often we aie our- 
relves the best customers of some of the countries that are endeavouring to oust us 
tsova s6 many of our maikete, and how much manufacturing energy m the shape 
’ some of our most deadly commercial foes — at once aiding them 

in the piesent struggle and diminishing our own future lesources

In dealing with proportion^ vulgar 
foctions and decimals have been used in the same way. as each seemed mote con- 
venient. and to have the more definite signification ; to most minds, in this cotmtiy 
at all events, one-third is probably morTsuggestive than 'S. Spedal attention h^ 
bean given to fortign units of measurement, weights, and monevj with their 
British equivalents, as well as to mercantile flags. Census figures, except for 
places in the United Elngdom, have been given to the nearest 500, winch ie 
soSicient for all practical purposes. 

Full use has been made of Consular Reports, which so often contain most 
valuable information on all points of commercial moment that it is difncult to 
understand why their stores should be neglected That they are so is dear. 
Complaint is often made that much of what they contain is out of date before it 
is published but it must be remembered that these reports cannot be made up till 
the information becomes available to the consul concerned. Thereafter toere 
seems usually to be little delay. As to where inattention does come in. the remarks 
of toe Brit&h consul at Stettin, in his report issued in May 190S (Foreign Office 
Seii^ £977% sre much to toe point: **I have now before me four neivspaper 
cuttings datM March SOth. S-Ith. Soto, and Apnl 4th, 1903. in which an extract 
from my Report for 1901 is quoted. This report was reeved at the Ibidga 
Office on April Ith, 1902, and published shortly afterwards. I have also a letter, 
dat^ Mardh Soth. 1903. commencing as follows : * There has ^ust come under our 
notice a copy of a Report issued by you last year.' It is somewhat remarkable 
that in these five instances almost a year shotdd have been allowed to dap®e 
previous to notice bdng taken." Most of the information siven in the Foieisn 
Office Senes is very^inuch to^toe purpose, tliongh in some cases improvements could 
he suggested In tne Oolonial ^enes, on the other hand, not onlv is improvement 
possible, but fiom every commercial point of view it is urgently adl^ for.

Aegean Sea, the part of the Mediterranean 
lying between Greece, Turkey, and Asia 
Minor, known also as the Archipelago It 
contains a very large number of small islands , is 
about 300 m. long and about 180 widc^ and has, 
in the outer par^ a depth of over 600 fathoms, 
shoaling round the coasts, and about many of 
the islands, to less than 100 fathoms On the 
W IS the Gulf of Volo, in the N the Gulfs of 
Salonika, Cassandra, Monte Santo, Orfania, 
and Saros, and on the E a number of openings 
of which the moat important is the Gulf of 
Smyrna. The chief ports are Syra, Volo, 
Salonico, Dede Agatch, and Smyrna 
Aetolia and Acamania^ a province of 
northern Greece, between the Gulf of Patras 
and the Turkish frontier The district had 
prior to about 1877 a trade in cereals, ohve-oil, 
wool, and hides, hut about the time mentioned, 
owing to the destruction of French vineyards 
phylloxera, and the consequent demand for 
wine and dried currants and raisms, large tracts 
of land were converted, as rapidly as possible, 
into cm rant and grape vineyards, no attention

Western Australia (used for street paving), 
kangaroo ^ss (excellent feeding), and saTt- 
busS, which needs almost no water, grows on 
saline soil, and is greedily devoured by sheep, 
animals feeding on it yielding heavy fleeces of 
very fine wool In its pasture Australia has 
meanwhile one of its great sources of wealth , 
soil, cbmate, and herbage being alike admirably 
suited for the sustenance of ^eep and cattle 
Between 1820 and 1890 the number of sheep in- 
creased from about 250,000 to aboutl25,000,000, 
and though there has since been a sbght falling 
off, due to losses through drought and to in- 
creased attention given to cattle-rearing, 
Australia is still by far the greatest wool- 
prodiicmg country in the world, the annual 
output being over 500,000,000 lbs, or five- 
sevenths of that of Argentina and Russia (the 
next two in order) together, nearly as much as 
the TJnitcd Stat^, the United Kingdom, and 
France (the next three) together, and nearly 
double the amount turned out by Sp iin, British 
South Africa, and Uruguay (the next three) 
together If New Zealand weie included the 
figures would be considerably increased Aus- 
tralian merino wool is longer in the staple and 
heavier than that produced anywhere else 
About 65 per cent goes to the United King- 
dom, about 14 per cent to France, and about 
9 per cent each to Germany and Belgium 
Catile-rearing has developed greatly withm the 
last forty years (the number of animals bein? 
now about 10,000,000), principally through 
the spread of the preserved meat trade, and 
still more since it became possible to senii 
chilled and frozen meat to the European 
market There are about 2,000,000 horses 
in the country, and 1,500,000 pigs Babbits 
have become so numerous as to be in some 
districts a pest, and large sections have had 
in many parts to be protected from their 
ravages by rabbifc-proof fencing The chief

the whole it may be said that the western 
riopK receiving the warm moist winds of the 
Pacific^ moist, while the eastern slopes are 
dry The proxunce is heavily wood^ and 
lurnbenng IS an important industry. The area 
undtr timber is estimated at 285,554 m. The 
trees grow to a gigantic sire on the seaward 
slope of the ranges; among the most 
valuable are the Douglas fir, redhnd yellow 
cedar, and white spruce.

On the higher plateaux, 
with their nch bunch gross, ranching is most 
profitable. The fruir-growiug indiistiy is m- 
creasmg in importance, and there is a luge 
government experimental farm at Agassiz 
Laud is offered to settlers on easy terms, but 
must be actually settled on and worked. The 
fishenes are exceedingly valuable, the Columbia 
and Fraser Biveis l>euig frequented bj great 
shoals of salmon. This gives xise to an enor- 
mous canning industry* For scaling is also 
of considerable imiMirtance, while deep-sea 
fisheries for cod, halibut, and sturgeon, are 
being ^stemalically developed The chief 
wealth of the province, however, is in its 
minerals, gold is found almc^t evetywhen^ 
and IS worked both by hydraulic surface muimg 
and by stamp miBs. The chief gold districts 
are Carriboo, Bootenay, and Atlm. There are 
large coalfields with excellent coal in thick 
seams, especially at Crow’s Nest Pass on the 
mainland, to which a railway has been made, 
and at Nanaimo and Coiuox on Vancouver, 
Island. Siher, lead, and copper are mmed, 
and the working of cinnabar, piatmum, g}'psufD, 
asbestos, and plumbago, has been begun. The 
total mineral output is meanwhile valued at 
nearly £3,500,000, of which gold is worth 
nearly £1,000,000 The southern part of the 
province is traversed by two sections of the 
Canadian Pacific Bailway, one westward from 
Calgaiy (by Kickmg Horse Pass) and the 
other nrom Lethbridge and Maclcod nearer the 
United States border (ty Crow’s Nest , 
and these are united by several cross branch 
lines (rail, or rail and steamer) Pop 177,500.

Germany — Surface and Size — Germany, or 
the German Empire, the leading country of 
central Europe, lies between 47^ and 66” E* 
and between 6“ and 23* E , occupymg about 
one-eigbteenth part of the whole area of the 
continent In industrial and commercial im- 
portance it ranks first among the continental 
nations, second as regards population (being 
surpassed by Eussia), and third as regards 
area (being surpassed by Eussia and Austna- 
Hungary) The boundary along the north la 
formed by the Baltic Sea, the Jutland 3?en- 
insula of Denmark, and the North Sea , on 
the west by Holland, Belgium, and France ; 
on the south by Switzerland and Austna- 
Hungaiy , on the south-east by Austna-Hun- 
gary , and on the east by Eussia The surface 
slopes gradually from south to north, from 
the Alpme border along Switzerland and 
the Tyrol, by the Bavanan-Suabian plateau, 
through the Central Highlands between Hesse 
and Saxony, and thence along the great 
European Plain till the land passes under the 
sliallow water along the Baltic and Nortli Sea 
coasts In other words there is a roughly 
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rectangular North Germany Viith an extended 
c')mer on the north-east, all jn the European 
Plain, with an average height of some 300 ft 
aliove £ca-le\cl, with a rectangular Southern 
Germany projecting from it along its western 
Inlf The latter has a much greater a\orago 
height, and rises on the Alpine side in the 
Ziigspitze to 9710 ft abo\c sea-level 
The gradual slope from south to north has 
the effect of largely modifying the difference 
of latitude, so that Kiel and Stettin have 
actuallj a shghtly higher a^ erage mean tem- 
perature than Munich. Greater variety results 
from the longitude, the places to the east 
Iming a more severe chmato than those to 
the west This is owing to tlie cold north- 
east winds to which the east and north-east 
parts of the country are exposed, and indeed 
the want of shelter renders the winters all 
o\ev the plain very severe There are other 
differences due to the exposure of the minor 
slopes, and to the protection which the dif- 
ferent mountain ranges afford to the valleys 
in and around them — eg in what is the 
warmest part of the whole coimtry along the 
Pkhine, Mosel, Ncckar, and Main 
The total area of the Empire is 208,800 
sq m , the distance from the boundary with 
Denmark on the north to the extreme south 
of Banana is about 580 m. (almost the same 
distance as from the north of Scotland to the 
south of England) , from the extreme east to 
the extreme west about 740 m , diagonally 
from Schleswig to Upper Silesia about 580 
m , and diagonally from Upper Alsace to the 
Bussian border about 800 m 
Condiivtim, Grovemmmty and People — The 
German Empire consists of the Kingdoms of 
Prussia,Bavana,Saxony,and Wurtemberg, the 
Grand-Duchies of Baden, Hesse, Mecklenburg- 
Schwenn,Saxe-\Veimar,Mecklenburg-StreIitz, 
and Oldenburg; the Duchies of Brunswick, 
Saxe - Meininge^ Saxo - Altenburg, Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha, and Anhalt , the Pnncipahties 
of Schwarzburg-Sondershausen, Schwarzburg- 
Budolstadt, Waldeck, Beuss (elder line), Eeuss 
(younger hue), Schaumburg-Lippe, and Lippo, 
the Free Towms of Lubeck, Bremen, and Ham- 
burg , and the Imperial Territory of Alsace- 
Lorraine Details of these are given under 
their separate headmgs The modem empire 
became x>ossiblo after the war between Prussia 
and Amtna in 1866, but was not constituted 
till 1871, when the enthusiasm resulting from 
bnliiantly successful campaign against 
France, and the masterful genius Bismarck, 
at last bore down all opposition, and at Ver- 
during the siege of Pans, the Eling 
m Prussia was formally proclaimed German 
Emperor The states included in the federa- 
r fhen umted to "form an eternal union 
for the protection of the realm and the care 
of tlio welfare of the German people ” 


The Emperor as representing the state has 
tlio power of declanng defensive, but not 
offensive, war, of making peace, of sending 
and rcceinng ambassadors, and of concluding 
treaties with other nations except in matters 
that arc regulated by impcnal legislation. 
The power of legislation lies with the Bundes^ 
rath or Federal Council, and the Beiehstag or 
Impenal Parliament representing the nation. 
The former consists of 08 members represent- 
ing the different indiiidual states and chosen 
by the governments of these states for each 
session; the members of the latter (897 m 
number) are elected by universal suffrage under 
ballot for periods of fiie years, which is also 
the term of the duration of a parhament. The 
electoral distncts % ary greatly in size« ^1 im- 
perial laws require approval by a majority of 
both houses, and must thereafter be counter- 
signed by the Chancellor of the Empire and 
promulgated by the Emperor. Meetiims must 
bo held every year, and members of the Bundes- 
rath are entitled to be present at the dehbera- 
tions of the Beichstag The mimsters do not 
form a cabinet and are not responsible to the 
parliament The population of the German 
Empire is nearly 56,500,000 

Communtcaftons — ^Excepting in the Alpine 
portion of the country, where the drainage 
IS by the upper Danulte, the gradual slope 
from south to north brings about the ff ow of 
all the considerable nvers in, roughly speak- 
ing, the same direction The chief of these 
from cast to west are the Memel, Vistula, 
and Oder, flowing to the Baltic , and the Elbe, 
Weser, and Rhine, flowing to the North Sea 
Of the Memel only the mouth (which of 
course is the most important part), and of the 
Vistula only the mouth and lower part (again 
the most important portion), are in Germany, 
but the others are largely or wholly within 
the Empire Their courses are long, and the 
flow slow, and as there is suiEcient depth to 
render them navigable for long distances for 
boats of light draught, their importance in 
connection with the trade of the country is 
very great indeed Over 7000 m, m all are 
navigable naturally, or have been rendered 
so by artificial means, and of these nearly 
1800 will admit of vessels drawing 4 ft 11 in 
draught or over, while in less than 700 is the 
draught restneted to 2^ ft 
How much the Germans value and use such 
an admirable means of cheap transport is 
shown by the fact that, within the last twenty 
years, the number of canal and nver boats has 
increased from about 18,000 to 23,000, and 
the carrying capacity from about milhon to 
3^ milhon tons, the latter largely surpassing 
the sea-going tonnage of the countiy. By far 
the greaterpart oftne increase has taken place 
in the boats of 400 tons and upwards, and in 
those propelled by steam It has been cal- 
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cxilatecl that this increase m number and size 
has brought about a reduction of transport 
rates to the eidcnt of about 50 per cent* so 
that tho present cost of transit per ton per 
mile is a httle less than |d '\Mule tho 
TJmted Kingdom is not so well situated in 
respect of nver communication, there is here 
an undoubted lesson to bo learnt 
Moreover, these nvers ate united by an ad- 
mirable system of canals which arc equally 
advantageous for dieap carnage — ^tho Finow 
and Mullrose connecting the Oder and the 
Havel-£lbe; the Elbe-Tmve from Xauenburg 
to Lubcck, thus connecting tho Korth 
and the Baltic ; tho Steckenitz between 
Steckenits and Traro , the Buppin and 
Plauen; the Bremerrordo between the Osto 
and tho Honimo, tho great South German 
Iiudwig’s Canal, between the Danube and tho 
3Imn; and tho Dortmund-Ems canal, whidi 
brings the STorth Sea harbour Emden into 
direct touch with the industnal centres An 
Important proposal has been made also for a 
Ckmtril Canal which would, by tho constnie- 
taon of new, and the improvement of old, water- 
ways, have united all the nai’^ble I^ussiau 
rivers into one uninterrupted whole 
scheme is meanwhile in abeyance owing to 
tho opposition of those concerned in profit 
derived from land — ^the agricultural interest 
— who tlunk that it would ■aSect tliem in- 
juriously, but sooner or later it will be earned 
out with great advantage to the Empire 
There is also the great ESiser TTilhelm Cinal 
jErom the Korth Sea to the Baltic at Kick 
The importance of all these systems is readily 
seen when we consider that canal transport is 
generally less than half of that b3^ rail for a 
corresponding distance The total length of 
canals is about 1600 in., of whidi over 400 are 
navigable by vessels of 4 ft. 11 in. draught or 
over 

Tho system of water-ways is also important 
for the seaports Germany has a coast-hne 
of about 1000 nu, but as it is formed by the 
gradual slope of a low plain into the sh illow 
waters of the Baltic and Korth Sea, the onH* 
positions for seaports are at the months of 
tho large nvers Hence the inland wator-wuys 
feed the oversea outlets. Owing to this, and 
to their fonmng the means of ingress to 
and t^ress from a veiy large part of central 
Europe, some of the ports enjoy a large amount 
of trade, while Hambuig takes rank as one of 
the great commercial centres of the world. 
The Baltic ports are of less value tlian those 
of tho North Sea, owing to the severity of the 
winter climate , but the opening of the Kaiser 
"Wilhelm Canal has proved of great advantage 
to Kiel, and the naiigation to Stettin is now 
kept open in winter by powerful ice-breakers. 
In sea-borne traffic Germany aims at placing 
«a girdle of transport lines round the globe ** , 


and in tins ambition sbe is majbng, with 
tmo German perseverance and patience, most 
earnest efforts to succeed. 

The nation has also a most complete aud ep 
tensive railway system, admirably adapted to 
tho requirements of the country for strategic, 
industnal and comnercial purposes. In Ger- 
nianj* itself there is hardly a point that cannot 
be readied from Bcrhn in twenty-four hours, 
wlule tho lines along tho Khmo form r*« the 
St Gothi^ Tuniiol an iiuTOrtant route from 
Great Britain to India, and that from Stcas- 
burg to Munich is part of tlio direct reuto 
from Pans to Constautinople. Benin xtsdf 
occupies a central position in the Eoiopcan 
railway systems, and is on the direct route 
(bj* Cologne, Berlin, 'Warsaw, and Samara) to 
Asiatic Sibem and the East The total length 
of the railway's (indudmg 1000 miles narrow- 
guage) us 31*000 miles, of which 25,000 are 
owned by the imperial or state governments. 
The profits from those form a vsuuable source 
of revenue. 

JResmtrccs and Pr^iAicixons ^ — ^The resources 
and productions of the various states ard 
districts will bo more fully dealt with under 
each here we noto only general points About 
half the land of Germany is arable, and though 
tho creator part of the soil in the north aiid 
north-cast is bj' no means goo^ tho natural 
industry and perseverance of the people have 
almost everywhexo worked wonders. * la the 
north-east and centre a conaderable quantity 
of potatoes is grown, xiartly for tho distilla- 
tion of ^irits and partly for eicport; and there 
IS also extensive culti^tion of beet for the 
manufacture of sugar, and for distillation 
The beet-sugar can, owing to the acnon of 
protectiioa duties and the long hours of the 
workers employed, be sold so <ieap in the 
foreign markets that it has almost brought 
about tho ruin of the West Tn dtan trade m 
cane sugar The south-western districts nro- 
duce vines, hops tobacco, wheat, pud barley. 
Saxony and Silesia are famous for their wool ; 
and flax and hemp are grown between tho 
lower Oder and the lower'Vistula, Tho other 
chief crop*! are lyo and oats. Forest*® occupj* 
about one-fourth of the whole country, ana 
are carefully looked after and managed on the 
most scieni^c principles. 

The mineral weolfii of Germany has long 
been famous, and since the development of 
the extensive coal deposits it has become stiJI 
more valuable. The chief districts concerned 
in tho production of true coal, of which over 
150 million tons are now raised yearlv, Jmo 
along the river Buhr m Westphaha, in ITppe’' 
and Lower Silerio, in south-west Germany 
about Saarbruck, about Aix-la-Ghapelle, anS 
in Saxony.

The average density of the population of the 
United Kingdom is 344 , of Great Britain alone 
(pop 36,998,178), 420 , hut in the manufactur- 
ing districts it, of course, rises very much 
higher, being in the area round London, on all 
the coal-fields, about Dublin, and about Belfast, 
between 500 and 600. while on the other hand 
in large districts in the N and N W of Scot- 
land, along the border country between Scot- 
land and England, in the N of England, and 
along the W of Wales, the average density is 
below 60 Of the whole population over 74 
per cent are in England, ovci 4 m Wales, nearly 
10 8 m Scotland, and ov er 10 7 in Ireland 

It 18 most convenient to deal with many of 
the details of the diflerent countries making up 
the United Kingdom in the separate articles 
on England, Scotland, Ireland, Ac., and to these 
reference may he made for the physical features, 
communications, resources, productions, manu- 
factuics, industries, Ac , while there remain to 
be dealt with here certain points connected 
with commerce, shipping, &c, which can onlv* 
ho fairly considered with reference to the 
kingdom as a whole 

Great Britain is, by position, resources, 
climate, and the character of the people, par- 
ticularly fitted for carrying on a most extensive 
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commerce Situated olinust m tlic centre of 
the land surface of the ^\orld, ithn long coast- 
line, pca access on nil sides, suitnhlo positions 
for harbours, short distance hctucen the E 
and W coasts, and comcnicnt lines of coni- 
xmuiication, it has become naturally the point 
of mlercliangc of all transit traffic. Wlicn to 
tins IS added its extensne deposits of coal 
and iron (and lliesc so often found logctlicr, 
and along with limestone for smelting), there 
IS also present the industrial importance and 
wealth arising from the receipt of raw material 
from c> cry quarter of the globe, and its con- 
-vcrsion into linishcd goods, which are m turn 
exported to all parts of the w orld The people 
arc energetic and per8e\ cring, and the climato 
IS suitable for industncs of all kinds, with a 
fairly high mean temperature, and a w ell-dis- 
tnbuted rainfall, so that labour may be earned 
on wnth but little interruption practically all 
day long and all the year round. The charge 
tliat we have, of recent years, lagged m the 
race of industnal progress is probably to a 
considerable extent true, and some of the causes 
of the falling off (the development of rich iron 
and coal-fields in other countries, &c ) cannot 
be at all helped, and can only be clearly re- 
cognised, so that the changed condition may be 
faced Others, how ever, can probably be met 
and ov ercomc Por instance, w e arc told that 
the long time required to execute orders, dela} s 
in giMng delivery, and the unnecessarily high 
prices asked, are frequent causes of orders that 
might naturally he executed in this country 
being placed abroad, in Amenco, Germany, 
and elsewhere Tins is undoubtedly true, and 
so far os it points to the fact that the hands 
of British manufacturers must be fuU, when 
they cannot meet the wishes of would-be cus- 
tomers uith regard to speed and promptness, 
or that they decline to sacnfice finish ana 
thorough workmanship to haste and cheapness, 
it IS not altogether matter of regret; but the 
danger lies in the circumstance that orders are 
apt to follow orders, and while bad workman- 
ship and rough finish are matters that will 
remedy themselves by the disappearance of 
demand for goods in which they show them- 
selves, yet quickness and promptness of de- 
livery wall keep the market Can the necessity 
for these not be met by greater attention to 
labour-saving apparatus, and more sensible 
rules among the workmen in regard to the 
TTOrkmg of machinery, and otherwise, so that 
uue machme policy, and 
the alledged canny” spirit may become 
thin^ of the past, and one man, and not always 
a Bkillea handTat that, may, as in America, tend 
as many machines as he possibly can, and the 
endeavor of every man may be to get through 
as mu^ work as possible so that prices may be 
proportionately less ** There is a widespread 
iccling, says an American consul in a busy 


industrial centre of England, among working 
pco])Ic (in Great Britain) that they owe it to 
tbciuschcs not to exceed a certain amount of 
labour. Many workmen deem it a duty to 
tlicmsclvcs ana ihcir fellow-workmen to make 
a job lost as long as possible Although there 
is a greater division of labour in America, yet 
oftentimes twice ns many are required in Eng- 
land to do a certain job as would be required 
in America, ns each man is very jealous lest a 
workman in another allied trade should do the 
smallest piece of work wbicli the rules of his 
trade say should be done by him, and him 
alone As a rule, the British workman is not 
as adaptable as the American workman It is 
not the custom of the country for an English- 
man, wlietbcr mechanic, clerk, or labourer, to 
x\ork os hard as an American^' Tlic British 
consul in Chicago says much the same of 
eamest American purpose, though he puts it 
ditTcrcntly If there be truth here then it 
IS something to he laid to heart In adapta- 
bility to the w isliGS of customers too (m this 
case not on the part of the mnn, hut of the 
masters), and the pushing of goods by com- 
mercial travellers or local agents, we have been 
charged with lacking the necessaiy up-to-date 
ideas of the age, and here again there is no 
doubt things may be much improved On all 
hands the tale is told, and the undoubted 
remedy is the traming oi a body of young men 
m the United Kmgdom, who with meaking 
laiowledgo of foreign tonmics, and thorough 
mastery of the details of the business they 
represent, will, by personal attention to things 
on the spot^ in every part of the world, be 
able to ascertain clearly what customers want 
(whether their desires — say as to colours, pat- 
terns, &c — ^may seem mere whim or prejudice, or 
whether — say os to the design and weight of tools 
or implements — ^they may be necessary owing 
to peculiar local circumstances), and to advise 
what IS needed to meet the demands, as far as 
possible, of each different place They would 
also be able to foresee, and to prepare to meet any 
special tenmorary demand for some particular 
Ime of goods, and so enable their employers to 
take full advantage of the passing opportunity 
Great Britain has, as has been already said, 
great facilities for trade through easy sea access 
and good harbours The coast-line of some 
6600 m is broken by many large and important 
openmgs, of which the cmef along the E coast 
from N to S are the Moray Eirth (with the 
Dornoch, Cromarty, and Beauly Pirths opening 
off it), the mouths of the Dee and South Esk, 
the Pirth of Tay, the Pirth of Forth, the mouths 
of the Tyne and Tees, the Humber, the mouths 
of the Orwell, the Stour, and the Thames The 
Wash 18 too shallow to he of use for commercial 
purposes On the S coast are Spithead, the 
Solent, Sonthampton Water, and Plymouth 
Sound; and on the W coast are the Clyde, the 
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Solway, tho Mersey, tlxc Dec, Milford Haven, 
and the Bristol Channel and Severn There 
are many openings also in tho N W. of Scot- 
land, and in the W* of Ireland, but these arc 
not of importance, meanwhile at least, owing 
to the poor nature of tho country behind them, 
and the absence of coal, and consequently of 
industries, &c. On tho N coast of Ireland is 
Loch Foyle , on the E , Belfast Lough J[3arling- 
ford Lough, Dundalk Bay, Dublin Ilay, and 
Wexford Harbour , and on the S , Waterford 
Harbour, Youghal Harbour, and Cork Harbour. 
The coast-linc of Ireland is probably about 
2200 m This extended coast with its many 
harbours is well suited for the nurture ana 
training of fishermen and sailors^ and so we find 
the fish landed in the Umted Kingdom valued 
at over £9,600,000, which is far above the value 
of the fisheries of any other country in tho 
world France and Canada come next, the 
former with somevhat more, and the latter 
with somewhat less than half of tho amount 
named, and Norway, Portugal, and Denmark 
follow next, but far behind Nearly half the

Great Britam is a free-trade country, import 
duties being levied only on chicory, cocoru 
coffee, dried fruits, gram and flour, spirits and 
beer, sugar, tea, tobacco, and wine, and tliere 
18 an export duty on coal The duty-free 
articles make up 76 per cent of the total value 
of imports 

The imports of the United Kingdom amount 
to some £520,000,000 annually (though, of 
course, such large figures fluctuate considerably 
from year to year), of which over 90 per cent 
come to England and Wales, about 7^ to Scot- 
land, and a little over 2 to Ireland Of tho 
total the United States sends over 25 per cent , 
and France follows with over 10 From Aus- 
tralasia, Germany, and Holland we receive 
goods to the value of over £30,000,000 , India, 
Belmum, British North America, and Eussia 
send to the value of between 20 and 30 millions , 
Spam, Egypt, Argentma, Denmark, and Sweden

ras has 76 per cent of the finer goods Jute 
goods are produced from over 15,000 looms^nd 
o\er 300,000 spindles — almost entirely in Ben- 
gal, and mamly roimd Calcutta — and two wool- 
len mills (Caivnpore, and Dhnriwal in the 
Punjaub) turn out blankets, serges, and the 
cloths w om by the army and the police Tiicre 
arc also paper milb, breweries, oonc-crushmg 
works, dje-wotbs, lac factories, oil imlle, nee 
mills, rope factories, silk wnnding and weaving

The 
coast-Iinc, exclusive of Sicily and Sardinia 
(2000), IS nearly 2300 m , the frontier with 
France, 300 ; with Switzerland, 400 , and with 
Austrin-IIungaryj 465 The surface features 
arc simple in their mam outlines In the N is 
llie great plain of Iionibardy, w ilh the basin of 
the Po hounded on the N and W. by the Alps 
which run out to Sfu at San Bemo— highest 
point entirely in kingdom Gran Paradiso 
(13,650), and partly in kingdom Monte Rosa 
(15,216), both in N W To the S. of the plain 
a ndge starting from the extreme S. of the 
Alps passes round the top of Uio Gulf of 
Genoa (where it shelters the Rmera), and 
rises into the Apennines, which stretch across 
and down the wliolc of the rest of the penin- 
sula, and, after running out into the toe of the 
boot in Calabria, rcappeai in Sicily. On both 
sides of the ApcmiincB are flat coastal strips 
varying in width (most extensive in Apulia in 
the S E ), and extending inland along some of 
the principal streams.

better cultivated parts of the country there arc 
good roads, but in other districts the means of 
communication are defective, and the tv ays bad 
There are nearly 10,000 m of railway, mostly 
belonging to the state but leased for working 
to private companies Of the total nearly 700 
m are in Sicily, and over 600 in Sardinia, 
The Po and some of its tributaries are navig- 
able, and BO also are the lower portions of the 
Arno and Tiber , but outside the great northern 
Xilam the nature of the country is not suited for 
canal communication 

Productions and Resources — As may be 
gathered from what has been said of the 
population, Italy is mainly an agricultural 
country, but its mdustnes have, of recent 
years, been rapidly developing Of the whole 
area 70 per cent are productive, but in many 
cases the cultivation is primitive, and a much 
larger return could be obtained from the soil 
by improved methods Of the productive area 
some 57 per cent are under acid fruits, 16 
under wheai^ over 12 under vines, nearly 7 
under maize (the staple food-stuff), and nearly 
4 under olives for oil, while other crops of 
importance are barlej^ chestnuts, rice, sugar- 
beet, tobacco, flax, and hemp There are, be- 
sides, oats, rye, and the usual root crops The 
cattle number some 5,000,000, the sheep 

7,000,000, the goats and pigs 1,800,000 each, 
the horses 740,000, and the asses and mules 
over 1,30(1000, The wool production is valued 
at over £600,000 (best from Apulia) The 
nee 18 grown in irngated lands in the IT,, and 
efforts are being made to extend by govern- 
ment aid the already large irngated area for 
this, and still more for pasture, as heavy grass 
crops can be got, and meadows can be mown 
four, five, six, or more, times every year Under 
such rich feeding cattle produce large quantities 
of milk, and in the northern plain there is 
la^rge ou^tput of Parmesan, Gorgonzola, and 
otiicr cheeses Poultry-reanng is important 
atitt so is the export oi eggs A considerable 
amount of wlieat-flour is made into maccarom 
and vermicelli (best wheat from Apulia) The 
wine production baa been falling off in recent 
yeara owing to the attacks of ^ylloxcra, and 
to other countries having increased tbeir pro- 
duction , but still more, probably, because the 


wmes, poorly made, will not stand a long jour- 
ney, and arc Iberefore useltss for export Ec- 
plnnting with American stock, co-operation, 
and the employment of modem methods ox 
treatment seem to be the remedies, but these 
are possible only in the larger vineyards where 
the proprietors liaic capital In the smaller 
holdings the peasant proprietor, conservative 
by nature, sticks to the <nd w^ajs, and, even 
were he inclined to act otbennse, he is handi- 
capped by want of capital. The sugar-beet in- 
dustry is making rapid progress and will, in 
many districts, probably lead ere long to great 
changes in cultivation, and the means of liveli- 
hood of the inhabitants The rearing of silk- 
worms IS earned on all over tlie country, but 
18 most important in the N , in Piedmont and 
Lombardy, where the industry gives employ- 
ment to over 500, (K)D persons, besides the 
175,000 (90 per cent women and children) em- 
ployed in Bilk manufacture There are over 

10.000. 000 acres under forest^ the products from 
which — firewood, charcoal, timber, &c, but

Pacific Ocean, the largest of the five great 
oceans of the world, extending from the Arctic 
at Behnng Straits to about 40* S , where it 
passes into the Southern Ocean, and from the 
IV coast of North and South America to the 
E coast of Asia and Australia, with an ex- 
treme length of some 9000 m., a maximum 
breadth (a little N of the equator) of over 
10,000 m , and a width at the S end of about 
7000 m It occupies nearly one-half of the 
water area and about one-third of the total area 
of the globe The bottom of the Eastern por- 
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tion 18 mainly an undulating plateau from 
2000 fathomB to 3000 fathoms deep (4000 
fathoms and over off Chile ahd Fiji ) , but that 
of the western part is very inegular, the water 
shoaliM consideiably over large areas — ^from 
New 2^aland along the NE. coast of Aus- 
tralia, round by the south-eastern and eastern 
Asiatic Archipdago, and in the seas inside 
the islands — ^while it is very deep to the E 
of New Zealand and off Japan, and the greatest 
ascertained oceanic depth is 4655 fathoms, or

Pacific Hallways, trans-continental railways 
of North America The Canadian Pacific, 
practically from Halifax, or, strictly speaking, 
from Montreal, to Vancouver Island The 
Northern Pacific from Duluth (Lake Superior) 
and St Paul (Mississippi) to Portland (Oiegon) 
and Tacoma (Wasnington) The South 
Pacific — Kansas and New Orleans to San 
Francisco and Mexico, and with a branch 
giving a connection with St Louis and The

Panama Canal. Across the Isthmus of 
Panama, near the Ime of railway, it has long 
been proposed to construct a ship canal, as 
such a means of communication between the 
Atlantic and Pacific would save long distances 
in voya^s from Eurrae to the latter ocean. 
It would bring Kew Zealand 1500 m nearer 
Livei'pool than by Suez, and 2400 m nearer 
than by the Cape of Good Hope, while the 
distances to the important groups of S Pacific 
islands N of Hew Zealand would be from 600 
to 5000 m shorter A waterway at sea-level, 
designed by M Lesseps of Suez Canal fame, 
begun in 1881, was abandoned m 1891 owing 
to the extravagance and in competency of those 
responsible for the management of affairs , but 
the construction of a canal along the same 

a 
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route has now been undertaken by the United 
States government— whicb lins bought up the 
rights of the French Company and concluded 
an agreement wth Colombia for a lease of a 
strip of territory ten miles wide through which 
the line of communication will pass, and for 
the control of the waters at Aspmwall and 
Panama, and of the waters and streams con- 
nected with the canal The lease is for a 
penod of 100 years and renewable at the plea- 
sure of the United States, and the sum of 
£30,000 IS paid annually for the waj -leave. 
An agreement with Great Britain provides for 
the neutrabsation of the uaterwa^, and for 
its free use, on equal terms, by vessels of all 
nations The canal itself v ill be made suffi- 
cient for vessels of the largest size. From the 
Atlantic at Aspinwall there ^Mll be IG m, of 
cutting to Eohio, where the Chagres River ^vill 
be dammed so as to form a lake about 14 m 
long, and probably about 102^ ft abo\c sea- 
levSL Access to this Mill be bj a double lock.

two-thirds of the woodland is under conifers — 
Scots fir (half of the total area for the whole 
country), spruce, larch, and silver fir — and in 
the remaining third the chief trees are beech, 
oak, birch, alder, aspen, and osiers 
The manufactures include all kinds of iron 
and steel goods, from the cheapest and most 
«gim-crack” articles of common hardware and 
metal toys to excdlent rails, machinery, cut- 
lery, &C,, at the other cud of the scale — the 
Rhme Province, Westphalia, Saxony, Silesia, 
Brandenburg, &c , cottou spmnmg aud weav- 
ing on a 1 cry large scale are carried on, a^ong 
with the cognate branches of dyeing ana 
^mtmg, in me Rhine Province, Silesia, and 
Westphaha , while the Rhme Province, Silesia, 
Brandenburg, aud Prussian Saxony have spin-

Europe . — Surface and Stze — ^Europe is the 
most westerly contment of the old world, and 
though the smallest yet the most important of 
all the divisions of the globe, with its main- 
land lying between 36* and 71* 6' N , and 
between 66* 20' E and OJ* W The extreme 
distance from Nordkyn on the N to the S of 
Greece is about 2400 m , the extreme width 
from E to W about 3000 m, and tbe area 
inside the Umits mdicated below about 
3,700,000, with the islands it is about 
3,900,000 Europe is bounded N by the 
Arctic Ocean , separated from Asia on the E 
by the Ural Mountains, the Ural River, and 
the Caspian Sea, and on the S and S E by 
the Caucasus, the Black Sea, the Bosphorus, 
the Sea of Il^rmora, the Dardanelles, and the 
Mcr&axi Sea , is bounded along the rest of the 
S liy the Mediterranean, approaches the N W 
of Africa at the Strait of Gibraltar (8 J m ) , 
and IS bounded on the W by the Atlantic 
Ocean ami its inlets of the English Channel 
and the North Sea To the W of this are the 
insular portions of the British Islands and 
Ictland , and to the N , Nova Zembla, 


Spitzbergen, &c. The coast line, some 48,000 
m in extent, is very much broken, and thiows 
out the great south-^omting peninsulas of 
Norn ay and Sweden (Scandinavia), Spam and 
Portugal (The Peninsula), Italy, Turkey and 
Greece, and tbe Crimea, and the north- 
pointing peninsula of Denmark All along it 
are many islands of greater or less size, and 
the broken nature of the whole line provides 
m all quarters sheltered roadsteads and situa- 
tions for harbours The many more or less 
land-locked seas and inlets running inland on 
all sides except the E, and the navigable 
ineis, bring a very largo proportion oi the 
total area withm convenient reach of the sea, 
and so provide ready facilities for commerce, 
which have been taken full advantage of by the 
energetic races who people most of the centre, 
N and W Except m Russia no place is more 
than some 300 m from sea commumcation, and 
the great plain of Hungary may be said to 
be tlie only region of large size that finds 
access to the sea at all difficult In the N 
there is, of course, interruption of traffic owing 
to the seas and water-ways bemg frozen in 
winter The mountam regions of the contment 
are three the chain along the W of Scan- 
dinavia, the Urals on the E, and a senes of 
chains running one after the other from E. to 
W across the centre and S This lost line, 
beginning at the Atlantic m the riches of the

the S of France, Italy, Turkey, and Greece, 
as u ell as the jilains of Hungaty A considei- 
able area along the N end of the Caspian is 
under sca-lei el There arc two great lake areas, 
one in low country in the N round the Baltw^ 
and the other high among the Alps, but both 
alike in districts that have been subjected to 
intense ice action A ery laige number of the 
principal nvers flow from two markedly dif- 
ferent and widely separated centres From the 
lofty Alps come the Rhine, which flows to the 
North Sea , the Rhone, Fo, and Adige, flowing

to the Mediterranean , and the upper waters of 
the Danube which go to the Black Sea From 
the low Valdai Hills district radiate the head- 
waters of the Northern Dwina to the White 
Sea, the Volga to the Caspian, the Don and 
Dnieper to the Black Sea, and the Duna or 
Western Dwina and the Niemen to the Baltic 
Ihis IS of importance for water-way communi- 
cation, as the inter-approach of the nver 
sources minimises the lengths of the canals 
necessary to connect them. The distribution 
of the many other important nvers of more 
local origin is noticed in connection with the 
diiferent countries Owing to the position of 
the continent in the N temperate zone, the in- 
fluence of the Gulf Stream along the N W , the 
great amount of what may be called inland 
%vater, and the slope and exposure of the great 
plain, Europe has generally a climate more 
temperate and equable, and yet more varied, 
than any other continent The extreme N is 
Arctic, and the whole of the S along the Medi- 
terranean, sheltered from the cold N and E 
winds by the mountain barriers already de- 
scribed, IS sub-tropical The SW winds, 
which arc the most frequent, blowing over the 
warm water of the Gulf Stream, brmg abund- 
ance of moisture and heat, and as there is no 
western barrier of mountains to cut them off 
from the interior, a sufficient rainfall is earned 
far inland, and nowhere is agncultureimpossible 
owing to absence of moisture, except in tlie S E 
of Bussia, and m the intenor of ^am Along 
the whole of the W side, and on the line of the 
southern and central mountain ranges, the 
annual rainfall is 40 to 80 in , or even more , 
o\er the CTeat plain it is from 20 to 40 , and in 
N and the areas of scanty fall, already men- 
tioned, under 20 Where there is high land 
with lieavy snowfall, or large lakes, the snow 
ser\es by its melting as a reserve store to feed 
the rn ers duiing the dry, warm part of the year 
Generally speaking, the rainfall decreases, and 
the range of temperature increases, from W to 
E In January the line of 32“ Fahr curies 
through the S of Norway round close to the S 
side of the Danube, and w and W. by S across 
the Crimea to near the centre of the Caspian, 
wliilc at the same time the extreme N lies be- 
tween 0“ and 10“, and the line of 50“ sweeps 
through Spam and along the line of the Medi- 
terranean coast In Jul 3 * the N is touched hv 
the line of 50% while the S lies between 75® 
and 80®, and the line of G0“ is deflected far to 
the N of its normal course. One result of all 
thi't 1 ^; tlntcierj kind of cultnated product — 
wheat.

other part of the world , barley being indeed 
growm regularly in Norway (see AJten) inside

Products^ BesourceSf etc — ^The vegetable pro- 
ducts are, as might thus be expected, in general 
abundant, the central regions produemg timber 
foak, ash, beech, elm, pine, &c }, cereal^ fibres 
(flax and hemp, &c ), wie hardier fruits (apple, 
pear, plum, cherry, &c ), potatoes, beet-root, &c ; 
the b sub-tropical fruits (vine, orange, peach, 
lemon, apneo^ olive, fig, &c ), and the warmer 
regions of the N the hardier cereals Every- 
where there is abundance of pasture for cattle, 
sheep, horses, &c , and the fishings on coast and 
nver are exceedingly vaned and productive

with some of the peaks reaching heights of 
from 12,000 to 19,600 ft From this north- 
ward is the great central plateau, flat or un- 
dulating m surface, with the height varying 
from 6000 to over 8000 ft There are many 
dormant or extinct \olcanoes, and in the S 
a few still in action , but there hai e been for

are hot and unlieolthy, with a maximum tem- 
perature of over 100* Pahr, and a rainfall 
ranging in places up to 130 in , but along the 
plateau the maximum temperature in summer 
IS about 88® and in winter the minimum may 
he as low as 30*, falls of snow, though \cry 
rare, occasionally taking place The line of 
perpetual snow is 15,000 to 16,000 ft. In the 
extreme N there is the usual round of seasons, 
but farther S there is a rainy season from the 


end of May or the beginning of June to the end 
of October or tlie beginning of November, and a 
dry season covering the rest of the year Along 
the most of the plateau the average lamfaR is 
about 25 in 

Government, die — ^Mexico is a federal re- 
public wuth a federal district, twent} -seven 
states, and tw o ten itones, each of w Inch manages 
its owm local aflairs The president holds 
office for four jears, and tlie Congress consists 
of a House of Ecpiesentatives and a Senate 
Tlie pop IS about 13,546,000, of whom less 
than 20 per cent are whites, and of those of 
mixed or Indian blood only a \ cry small pro- 
portion can be said to be cn ihsed The capital, 
Mexico City, is connected by rail w ith Vera 
Cruz and Tampico on tbe Gulf of Mexico} 
and from it lines northward form junctions 
at different points with the United States 
Bj^atenis Across the Isthmus of Tehuantepec 
a hne (200 m ) connects Salma Cruz on the

Re;>ources and Productions — The soil is 
fertile, and in many places where irrigation is 
good two crops can be got m one j ear , butj on 
the other hand, manv of the coast distiicts are 
useless, as no while man can stand the climate} ^ 
and much of the middle portion of the plateau 
IS desert from w ant of water In the Iv great 
herds of horses, cattle, sheep, and pigs are reared, 
largely for the United States maiket Besides 
food-stuffs (wheat, maize, nee, beans, and 
bananas, &c.) there are sugar, rum, molasses, 
coffee, cotton, henequen (agave sisal-hempX 
cacao, oranges, cocoa-nuts, vanilla, mulberry,

As xegatds minerals Mexico is one of the 
w ealthiest countries m the world Coni is saia 
to exist in many distncts, hut the working of 
it has still to be dei eloped Silver is wndely 
spread, and some of the silver and gold mines, 
tliough they seem to have been worked from 
the earliest times, are still \eiy productive? 
There are also deposits of copper, iron, load, 
platinum, mercury, tin, cobalt, antimony, bis- 
muth, manganese, zme, petroleum, salt, sulphur, 
ambei, and onyx, &c. The annual production 
of siher is lalued at about £19,000,000 a year, 
and of gold at about £1,500,000 The chief 
manufactui-es — making of rum and spints,

fruits, chicle gum, tobacco, rubber, vanilla) ,

shoots spread out so widely as to render the 
surface nilly, as a rule, almost eteryuliere. 
1 his IS especially so in the N The drainage 
IS carried off by the Mulu 3 a and inanj other 
smaller streams flowing to the Mediterranean , 
and by the Sebu, Bu Regrcg, Um er Rebia, 
Tensift, Sus, and a large number of smoUer 
streams flowing to the Atlantic , but they are 
all practically useless for navigation, and while 
many of them drj up in summer, in winter 
they become so swollen as to he dangerous to 
cross The nvcrs flowing S from the Allas 
are lost in the mar-hes in the desert The 
climate of the districts NW of the Atlas is 
liealthy and pleasant, the mountains affording 
sheltei from the hot winds from the great desert^ 
w'hile cool breezes come an from the Atlantic 
Except in sheltered valleys the temperature 
ranges mostly between 40® and 80® Fahr , and 
in the higher districts snow m winter is by 
no means rare There is a considerable rain- 
fall between October and March, but tlie rest 
of the year is dry To the S E of the Atlas 
there is but little rain, and sometimes a long 
continued drought, or a succession of almost 
rainless years, causes wide-spread distress and 
severe suffering from fuinine, even along the 
fertile border oases Between the northern 
hill region — ^Riff— along the Mediterranean and 
the Atlas, and extending westward to the 
Atlantic, is the fertile Teil district, covenng 
over one-third of the whole area, and pro- 
ducing, wherever tilled, heavy crops of wheat. 
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barley, maize, hemp, olives, figs, almonds, 
grapes, oranges, lemons, dates, cotton, &c« On 
the pasture land, which covers probably one- 
eighth of the whole area, considerable num- 
bers of cattle, goats, sheep, horses, and mules 
are reared There seems to be a considerable 
amount of mmerals — ^silver, gold, siherJead, 
manganese, copper, antimony, &c — but Euro- 
peans are carefully prevented from even visit- 
ing such mines as exiat There is some 
weaving of carpets and rugs, as well as making 
and manufacture of leather (saddles, harness, 
shppers), inlaid long-barrelled flint-lock guns, 
brass trays, and rough woollens What the 
country needs are good roads and the leaven- 
ing of the people with new ideas, both seem- 
ingly, meanwhile, possible only in the veiy 
slowest way Were the present foot or mule 
tiacks replaced by good communications, and 
the people induced to adopt modem methods 
of cultivation, the country might produce 
enormous quantities of gram, and with proper 
development the minerals ought to be of con- 
siderable value The trade to be done/’ sajs 
a recent wnter, ^^for the immediate necessities 
of the people — cottons, coal, timber, furniture, 
hardware, petroleum, sugar, tea, and tobacco — 
IS considerable, larger still is the Tiork by 
uhich commerce will be possible Every 
river cnes aloud for bridges, or, to be accurate, 
the travellers on the banks cry for them m the 
rainy season, when a man must oft-times spend 
a fortmght in camp before the streams become 
fordable in safety Railway hnes are to be 
built through a virgm land , towns can have 
the best positions chosen for them Tliere are 
no errors to repair, no costly experiments to 
regret, no fiuitless labour to be taken all over 
again” Fust, however, must come the desire 
of the people that such thmgs should be, or at 
least the willingness to allow them to be placed 
within their reach The chief imports (total 
value of about £1,700,000, of which over half 
comes from the British Empire) are cottons, 
woollens, sugar, tea, hardware, and candles ; 
and the chief exports (total value about
